WashinstoD, Dec. 4.— The senate 
wu tb* oaiy concresslonal branch In 
MBBlon Wednesday. The ^ly busi- 
■eea Included a Hood of executive com- 
munications mainly formal. One of 
th«*m. from the attorney general, sub- 
mitted the compilation of the laws of 
Porto Rico, in Sngliab and Spanish. 
M ordered by tbe iMt ooagroMi 

The president ••nt a nomber of re- 
cess appointments to tbe senate and 
the new appointment of George W. 
Lieberth of Kentucky to be collector 
of Internal revenue for the Sixth dis- 
trict Of Kentucky. Among tbe recess 
appoiotmentt sent in wa» tbat Of At- 
torney General Kaox. 

The president also sent to tbe sea- 
ate the new Hay I'auncefote treaty for 
an isthmian canal. 

Senator Fairbanks Introduced • biil 
tor tho admission of Oklaboma as a 
itata and providing tbat the capital 
aaall be locatf d at a town to be called 
McKtnloy in honor of late president. 

Senator Hale rt-introduced the Pa- 
cific cable bill as it passed at the last 
seaaion of congress. U provides tor 
th« construction by tbe government of 
a cable from the western coast of (be 
United States to Hawaii. 

Senator Hoar introduced a bill foi 
the protection of the president of the 
United Statea. It provides tbat any 
ono who shall kill the president or 
Bball make an attempt upon tbe i..e 
of the president shall be punished by 
death. Any person who shall counsel 
or advise the killing of the president 
shall be imprisoned 20 years. Any 
panoa who shall aid tho escape of a 
pMwm concerned in the kllllag or 
counseling the killing of the president 
shall be punished equally as an ac- 
complice. 

Senator Burrows Introduced a bill 
"to provide for the exclusion and de- 
portatloB of alien anarchists." The 
first sectioB of the bill is aa follows: 
"That no alien anarchists shall here- 
after be permitted to land at any port 
of the United States or be admitted 
Into the United States, but this pro- 
hibition shall not be so construed as 
to apply to political refugees or po- 
mical offenders other than luch an- 
archists be." The second section di- 
re<t8 the special board of Inquiry au- 
thorized by the Immigration laws to 
make a diligent investigation concern- 
ing the antecedents of any alien seek- 
ing admlaalon into the United States 
whoissnspected of boiag an anarchist, 
authorizing the board to even go to 
the extent of examining the person of 
suspected aliens for marks indicative 
of membership In anarchistic socie- 
ties. Section three provides for the 
return of persons to their native coun- 
tries who have secured admission to 
the United States contrary to law and 
afterward have been found to be an- 
archists. The fourth Htclion pro- 
vides that when any alien is convicted 
of cHme ip any United States court 
and It ska. Vvpear from the evidence 
that he Is aa anarchist, the preeldlng 
Judge shall direct a further hearing, 
and If the judge Is satisfied that the 
convicted alien is an anarchist or that 
his remaining in this country will be 
a meaaee to the government or socie- 
ty in geaeral. he may direct that in ad- 
dition to other puBlshneats adjudgeo 
the convicted alien after 'undergoing 
such punishments shall be deported 
at the expense of the United States to 
the country from wuich he came and 
if he returns to tbe United States 
shall be punished 1iy Imprisoned at 
hard labor for a period not exceeding 
Ave years and afterward again de- 
ported. Provision Is made for the ap- 
iwintment of 12 immigration agents at 
a salary of |2,600 each to make Inves- 
tigations In foreign countries concern- 
faig Intended Immigrants. The sixth 
and last section of the bill provides 
that the "fact that an alien has de- 
clared his Intention to become a cltl- 
sen of the United States shall con- 
stitute no bar to proceedings against 
him under this act." 

Wheh Mr. Hoar sought to advance 
the consideration of certain pension 
bills, Mr. Morgan (Ala ) objected, re- 
markllTg: "There is too much slack 
on pf nstoas aad I wo«ld like to tighten 
It up a mtle." 

Mr. MeComas (Md.) gave notice 
that he would address the senate at 
its next session coaeeralaf asaauHs 
upon the president^ the deportoUoa of 
anarchists, etc. 

Mr. Vest (Mo.) offered a resolution 
proppslag an Inquiry by the committee 
«■ judiciary as to the powers of con- 
gross to deal with anarchy, to sup- 
press the teaching of anarchy and to 
provide a penal colony for convicted 
anarchists. 



Senator l.ouge Introduced a bill pro- 
viding for the removal of 10 years 
limitation on the Chinese exrhislon 
act, thus leaving the provisions of the 
Oeary act In force. The act approved 
May 6. 1892, excluded the Chinese In- 
definitely, but the Scott set of Nov. 8, 
1893. limited the exclusion to 10 years. 
In case there Is not legislation In the 
meantime the 10 years limit woald ex- 
pire next May. 

Senator Lodge Introduced a bill to 
provide i^veaaes for the Philippine 
Islands. It provides that the tariff 
bill passed by the Philippine commis- 
sion Sept. 17. 1901, and approved by 
the secretary of war shall remain In 
full force and effect. This covers 
foods golBS lata the Islaais. The seo> 

ond section of the bill provides for 
levying the same duty and tariff on 
goods coming into the United btates 
from the Philippine Islands as are bow 
collected from foreign countries, see- 
tlok 8 prqvldes that until otherwise or- 
dered statutory laws of the United 
States shall not be In force in the 
Philippine Islands except as ordered 
L>y the Philippine commission. Seciion 
4 provides that all dutlee collected in 
the PhlllpplBe Islands shall be paid 
Into the Philippine treasury. 

Senator Rate Introduced a number 
of bills, drafts of which were prepared 
at the navy department and were 
recommended by Secretary Long. One 
provides tor creating the grade of four 
vice adBilrahi and reducing the bub- 
ber of rear admirals to 14 and others 
to Increase the number of lieutenants 
from 300 to 3.')0 and the number of 
Junior lieutenants and ensigns from 
350 to 600; to Increase naval construct- 
ors from 40 to GO; increase civil en- 
gineers, from 81 to 40; to change the 
title of naval cadet to midshipman and 
increase the namber of cadets by al- 
lowing 10 annual appolatmeats by the 

president. 

Senator Hansborough reintroduced 
his irrigation bill of last session with 
various amendments. It provides for 
the setting aside of the moneys deriv- 
ed from the sale of public lands in the 
airld and semi-arid regions of the 
United States and the collection of 
these moneys In a fund to be used for 
reclamation of the arid lands. The 
secretarjr of the Interior Is given 
charge of this fund and of ail the de- 
tails of its collection and expenditure. 
He Is authorized to make sur/cys aud 
construct reservoirs where necessary 
and to condemn the lands necessary 
to do so. Water is to Im distrlbnied 
and persons whose lands are beneftted 
are to pay for the same, funds thue 
collected to go Into the reclamation 
fund. The secretary of the interior is 
authorized to immediately ascertain 
and designate what are arid aad semi- 
arid lands. 

Mr. Tillman (8. C.) secured tbe 
passage of the house resolution admit- 
ting free of duty foreign exhibits to 
the Charleston exposition. 

At 2:10, on motion of Mr. Culloi.''. 
the senate went Into executive ses- 
sloB. At 2:84 the senate adjourned. 

Ib the executive eessloB of the sob- 
ate the new Hay-Pauncefoe treay wan 
received and referred to committee on 
foreign relations. No remarks were 
made apropos of Its presentation. 

Among the many measures dropped 
Into the hopper of the house are 
bills by i^r. Showalter of Pennsylvn 
nla for a constitutional amendment 
prohibiting polygamy, and by Mr. Dick 
o'f Ohio a constitutional amendment 
substituting April 30 for March 4 as 
the date of commencement of terms of 
the president, vice president, senators 
and members of the house. 

Mr. Dick (O.) introduced a resolu- 
tion for a general Inveatlgation of the 
abridgment uf the right to vote In 
certain states, with a view to reducing 
congressional representation from 
such states. The resolution recites 
that ''it Is a matter of common Intor. 
matlon and belief that the rights of 
some male citizens, being 21 years of 
age, to vote at elections, is denied 
and abridged in certain states." 

Congressman Williams (Miss.) in- 
troduced a resolutloa that a commit* 
tee be. 'appelated by the speaker for 
the purpose of investigating and re* 
porting to the house of representa- 
tives the truth or falsity of the state- 
ments as made In the naval history 
by E. S. Maclay, the truth or faiaity 
oC the aUegatloas tbat proof sheets 
were svhmltted to aad aequlesoed in 
by said Captain Orowainahleld aad the 
said Rear Admiral Sampson, and to 
recommend to the house of represen- 
tatives the course of action to be pur- 
sued by the bouse In consequence of 
the ascertalnmoBt of fact to be made 
by tha said oamtttee. 

Congressman Pearre (Rep Md.) has 
proposed a plan of dealing with tariff 
and trusts somewhat similar to the 
plan proposed last year by Congress- 
Man Babcock wulch caused much dls- 
eossloB. Mr. Pearre's bill authorises 
aa« dlreets the tt i n^trn M itm at Urifl du- 
ties upon Importa-vhea their sale or 
manufacture are monopolized. Pro- 
vision is also made for a commission 
to report to president on the subject.

Cevoaer's Jury Declares the Fireman 
Coaduetoir and Brakeman Were 
Likewise Negligent I II Not Ottoy- 
tag the CompMny's Kulcs. 



Adrian. Ml<h , Dec. 4 — The coroner's 
Jury found thai llif (lisastrou.s colllBion 
on the WabaHh railroad near Seneca 
last Wednesday night between trains 
18 and 4, was caused by the negli- 
gence of the Wabash railroad com- 
pany and the trainmen of train 4. 

The 'verdk t says the railway com- 
pany was negligent In falling to pro- 
vide train 4 with a head-end brakeman 
and In failing to provide proper sig- 
nals at the meeting of trains, kngi- 
neer Aaron T. Strong was found neg- 
ligent in failing to properly under- 
stand and obey the order under which 
the train was running. Condm lor 
George J. Martin was found negligent 
in falling to signal tbe engineer to 
stop and In falling to apply the air- 
brakes when the engineer did not give 
the proper signal immediately after 
passing the station signal at Seneca, 
according to the company's rule^. 
Fireman Bastlan was found negligent 
in failing to remind tbe engineer of 
'bis order whea the engineer failed to 
give the proper signal and slow up at 
Seneca. Brakeman A. W. Dlttman 
was found ncKllRi'nt in falling to sig- 
nal the engineer to stop and in failing 
to apply the airbrake until after the 
train bad passed the station at Sene- 
ca when the engineer did not give the 
proper signal while nearlng Seneca. 

SWITOHMBN'S bTRIKE. 

Kullioad OnieUls Say It K Uver liut 
Switeliiiien Say It Isn't. 

Pittsburg, Dec. 4. — Reports con- 
cerning the status of the switchmen's 
strike are conhictlag. Railroad ofll- 
dais and officers of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainm* n dct lare tnat ti.e 
strike is over and tli;it traffli' is mov- 
ing as usual, while switihuKu assert 
that DO strikers have returned to 
work and that the roads concerned 
are all more or less crippled. 

That serious freight congestion 
exists is not denied and numerous 
manufacturing concerns are suffering 
for supplies of coal, coke and ore. Of- 
ficials of these companies claim that 
It Is not a question of cars but thai 
the railroad companies have not suf- 
ficient motive power to hand!e cars. 
It was reported that the Diuhk sue 
plant of the Carnegie comjiauy at Da- 
quesne, Pa., and the National Tube 
works at McKeesport would be forced 
to close down loursday, but olhcials 
say that while there Is considerable 
stock piled up. thera is ao probability 
of an early suspcBSlOB Of the plants. 
The tube works switchmen are still 
working and say they will not strike. 
On tbe Union railroad of the Carnegie 
company the men have quit and the 
line is said to be almost tied up. 

Two carloads of men arrived at tho 
Union yards and It Is said they will 
be put to work. The steel company'^ 
poller Have been niort' than doubled. 

Dispatches from Glassporl, Pa., re- 
port the closing down of the steel 
hoop mill oa aeeouat of the switch- 
mea's strike. Several huadred men 
are said to be Idle. The forge depai t- 
ment of the Dewees-Wood mill at .Mc- 
Keesiiurt is Idle and other departments 
will have to close. It Is said. !f the 
strike Is not aeclared off soon. 
Natioaal rolling mill Is pariially cios 
ed aad about 850 mea Idle on account 
of tbe Inability to get coal. The situ- 
ation of the Willow Orove yards of the 
Pittsburg and Western has not ' hang- 
ed. Four crews of switchmen an- ■,'ili 
working. On the .Mligheiiy \ ain y 
road tbe strikers claim but five crews 
are working. 

Declared Off. 
New York, Dec. 4. — It is authorita- 
tively stated thai negotiations looking 
to the fonaatloa of a big steel plate 
comblnatloB have beea declared off. 
It is also stated that there Is little 
likelihood at present of the project 
being revived. The proposed combine 
was to have a capital of 125,000,000 to 
150,000,000, and It was generally aup 
posed at the time the aegotlationu 
were in progress that the combination 
was being organized in tbe Interest of 
the U-lted Statea Steel corporation. 

Washington, Dee. 4, — The navy de- 
partment recalved the following cable- 
gram from Captain Perry, commanding 
the battleship Iowa, dated Panama, 
Dec. : "I have re-embarketl all of our 
force from the isthmus, peitstt secur- 
ity of transit being restored." 

Vancott Holds His Job. 
Washington, Dec. 4.— Ihe president 
and Postmaster General Smith bad a 
conference at which it was derided to 

re appoint Cornelius Vancott postmas- 
ter at New York; Dwlght H. Bruce 
postmaster at Syracuse and W. H 
8u)the postmaster at Owego.

Washington, Dec. 4.— The report of 
the Isthmian canal commission was 

sent to congreFs Wednesday. The 
commission as anticipated several 
weeks ago, favors the Nicaragua 

route and makes an estimate of tlSO,- 
864,062 as the total cost of construc- 
tion of the canal through Nicaragua. 
The estimated cost of the Panama 

route la (143,234,368, but, the report 
says, it would rosl $109,141,000 to ob- 
tain the Panama concession. The 
commls&*?.n values the work done at 
140,000,000. Tbe report says the Pan- 
ama route is feasible as a sea level 
eanal, while the Nicaragua route must 
be by locU.s, but Nicaragua lake will 
furnish an inexhau.stlble supply of 
water for the canal. The Nicaragua 
route has no natural harbors at either 
end, but satisfactory harbors may be 
constniPted. Harbors already exist 
at I if the Ponaira route, but 

mil. I V.I,: I. olilil l)e done Ul the en- 
trance of til • hill bur on the Atlantic 
side. With adequate force and plant 
the commission estimated that th'> 
Nicaragua canal can be completed In 
sir years, exclusive of two years for 
prepatatinn. Ten years Is estimated 
to (onijjli't'' ih" Panama. The tot.rl 
leii;;th of the Nl( arag;ia loiite is Ib.i.'ii) 
miles and the Panama loute 49.'j:t 
miles. The estimated cost of operat- 
ing and maintaining the Nicaragua 
canal annually Is $1,350,000 greater 
than that of the Panama canal. Th > 
estimate. 1 tini*' for a deep diauglit 
vessel t'l jiHss thioi,^.h the Panama 
canal Is 12 hours and through the 
Nicaragua canal 33 hours. The NIcar- 
agua route, the report says. Is more 
advantageous for commerce save that 
originating on th*' v^ est coast of South 
America. For the gulf ports the ad- 
vantage is two days and for most of 
the ports on the .\tlantio and Pacific 
one day. The Nicaragua route Is said 
to be better for sailing vessels on ac- 
count of favorable winds. Hygienic 
conditions al.so favor Nicaragua. Th.» 
commission says the Ignited Stat'M 
should acquii e ( ontrol of a s^trip of 
territory 10 miles wide from sea to 
sea through whit h to build tbe canal. 
The consent of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica must be obtained to construct 
the canal, but the repoi t says this can 
easily be secured. The t oik esslon.-i 
granted by the Colombian government 
to the Panama Canal company hav.^ 
many years to run and new conce.s- 
sloBS cannot be granted the United 
States. 

The report concludes as follow.*: 
"After consid Ming all the facts devel- 
oped by the investigations iiuide ti - 
the commis.-ion. the actual siluaiion 
as It now stands, and having in view 
the terms offered by tbe new Panama 
Canal company, this commission Is of 
the opinion that tbe most prai licab' > 
and feaplble route for an isMimiaii 
canal to Ix- i;ridi'i the < (intiol. nianag '- 
ment and ownership of the Unitei

State Auditor Coulter's report, which 
has Jnst been completed for tb* flaeal 

year ending JnneSO, 1000, and June 30, 
VJQ\, shows the amount of cash in the 
Treuury at tbe beginning of the fiscal 
vear, July 1, lltOl, was $3!t">,14s 70; that 
on July 1, V.m, it was $570,347 0!» ; that 
the total receipts for the tiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1901, were $4,447,474 51. Of 
this amount $1,404,465 63 was placed In 
the xfneral expenditure fund. This 
fund, to whici) 15 centa tax on each $100 
worth of property goes to defray ordinary 
expenses, is, the Auditor says, entirely 
inadequate to defray such e-vpenses.
